the United States, it will have to come 
from congress. 
The president's ad­ 
visers have made it plain that Mr.

E l Paso. Tex., April IS.—Twenty-six 
hundred insurrectos are said to have 
come within twelve miles of Juarez, 
ready to attack at once. 
There is 
hardly anv doubt that tile insurrectos 
have arrived. 


Douglas, Ariz., April 18.— The fed­ 
erals have captured 
the first rebel 
line and are continuing their advance 
on Agua Prieta. 
Antonio Garcia, one ' 
of the rebel leaders, surrendered to 
United States troops. 
“ Red" Lopez I 
and many rebels under arms are now 
parading the streets of Douglas. 
Tile 
Mexican consul protested that they 
should be arrested. 
It is believed the rebels got hold of 
mescal, with the usual result. 
They : 
are sneaking across the line in large 
numbers and are mingling with their 
sympathizers on this side of the line 1 
American 
troops 
are 
massing 
in ' 
Fourth street, prepared to patrol the ( 
boundary line. 
Governor Sloan has i 
urged Colonel Shunk to prevent viola j 
Hon of the neutrality law involved in 
the rebels crossing the line armed. 
The battle opened at 6 o’clock Mon­ 
day morning and raged practically all 
day. 
The rebels held their position 
stubbornly and captured two federal 
rapid fire guns, but the federal force 
was too strong for them. 
The loss of 
life has been heavy, the federal loss 
being estimated at from IOO to 200. 
The rebel commander at Agua Prieta 
estimates the federal dead at seventy- 
five. The rebel losses are twenty dead 
and fifty wounded. 


Disregarded Uncle Sam ’s W arning.

but iii fighting from low ground they I 
elevated their aim and bullets carried 
far into Douglas. 
The whole section 
of the city between Fifth street and 
the line was deserted.

and the citizens sheltered there took 
refuge iii a deep ditch. 
Jack Hamilton, fourteen years old, 
standing on a building on the corner 
of Sixth street and Railroad avenue, 
half a mile north of the international 
line, was struck by a silent Mauser 
bullet. 
The boy gamely got up, pulled 
the bullet out of bis breast and put it 
iii his pocket for a souvenir. 
Oscar K. Gull of Tombstone, a news­ 
paper man, was shot in the side of the 
head on Fourth street. The bullet cut 
a long gash in the scalp along flit* side 
of his head. Pullets struck residences 
on Fifth and Eighth streets. The fam­ 
ilies moved out. 
Colonel Shunk, com­ 
manding the American troops, said he 
could not do anything about it, having 
no orders from Washington. 
Cover 
nor Sloan of Arizona was on the in­ 
ternational lint1 during the fighting. 
He got the cavalry to drive back two 
thousand American and Mexican men. 
women and children, including many I 
mothers with babies iii go-carts, from 
the danger zone. 
The Second street 
school in Douglas was under fire all 
morning. 
No attempt was made to 
hold school there or at the Seventh 
street school. 
Some cavalry horses 
bolted and ran across the line into 
Agua Prieta. Several of the American 
troopers were struck by flying bullets. 
Red Cross wagons were not allowed i 
to cross the line, by order of the i 
American commander. 
American sol 
diers and troops have strict orders not 
to cross into Mexican territory on any 
account. Several wounded have strag 
gled across the line and are receiving 
attention at the Red Cross hospital. 
Red Cross voluntcer^erossed the bor­ 
der and went upon the field.

surgeon in Douglas and many from 
Pisbee were brought to the line to at 
tend the wounded.

Freehold, N. J., April 18.— Counsel 
for Frank K. Heidemann, the German 
florist, twenty-seven years old. whose 
trial for the murder of ten-year-old 
Marie Smith at Asbury Park Nov. 9 
last, is in progress asked very few 
questions of the witnesses for the 
stat!1, 
indicating 
that 
the 
lawyers 
appointed by the court consider the 
fight a hopeless one. 
When the in­ 
dictment was read by the prosecutor, 
charging Heidemann with slaying the 
child. 
Heidemann coveted 
his 
face 
with his handkerchief and both hands 
and wept audibly. 
The detective who for four months 
was the companion of 
Heidemann, 
seeking to secure a confession, was 
Charles Nemneister, an educated Ger­ 
man, imported for the job. 
He made 
lfeidemann's acquaintance soon after 
he arrived in New York and remained 
with him day anti night thereafter un­ 
til his arrest at Red Bank March 15, 
after 
Heidemann 
had 
told 
of 
the 
crimes he had committed, including 
the murder of Marie Smith. This con­ 
fession was taken down stenograph­ 
ically by a detective on the opposite 
side of a. thin partition. 
Four physicians told of the condi­ 
tion of the body, declaring that either 
strangulation or a fractured skull from 
a blow in the back of the head might 
have caused death. 
All the physicians 
agreed that an attempt at criminal as­ 
sault had been made. Counsel for the 
defense will offer no witnesses, it be­ 
ing understood that they consider it 
their duty only to see that Heidemann 
has a fa ir trial.

Char Pit Method Recommended Highly 
by W ashington Professor. 
That logged off lands can be cleared 
of stumps, removing roots to a depth 
below the reach of a plow, and at a 
cost of less than 50 cents a stump 
has been demonstrated by the experi­ 
ments of Professor II. W. Sparks of 
kthe state college at Pullman, Wash. 


* Professor Sparks’ successful experi­ 
ments have been with the char pit 
method. Once understood this method 
is the most simple and inexpensive 
that eau be imagined. 
A little fire, a 
little clayey earth and a little watch­ 
fulness are the essentials in the proc­ 
ess by the combination of which the 
most hopeless looking stumpy acreage 
can be prepared for the plow in tin* 
course of two weeks. 
The char pit method is simply an 
adaptation of the old and well known 
method of making charcoal by burn­ 
ing in closed pits. 
It depends for its 
efficiency on concentration of heat. 
A 
ring of loose wood, bark, etc., is first 
laid all the way round the stump and 
as close to it as possible, and this is 
then covered to a depth of about six 
inches with earth, leaving a small 
opening in the direction from which 
the wind is blowing. 
The wood is 
then lighted at this point and left for 
about half an hour, until the fire is 
well started, when this hole is then 
covered up like the rest. 
As the fire 
burns back into the stump the blanket 
of earth must be kept right up to the 
• stump so that the fire never has an 


opportunity to break out. 
The top of 
the stump doesn’t burn, but is simply 
cut off cleanly at a point about level 
with the top of the earthen blanket. 
When the top has been cut off by the 
fire and rolls off the whole crown of 
the stump should be covered with 
earth and can then be left without 
much further attention until the roots 
have been burned out. 
I bis is some­ 
times done to a depth of fifteen feet or 
more. 
The length of time required to de­ 
stroy the stump depends on what kind 
of wood it is and whether green, dry 
or rotten.

fruit. 
There are two very important rea­ 
sons for making tin- application this 
week, while the bloom buds are -bow­ 
ing a little red. 
First, to insure a

clean foliage upon which to work 
with the later sprays. 
Lither the Bordeaux mixture (3 
pounds copper sulphate, 4 jioutids lime 
and 50 gallons water) and 2 jMiunds 
arsenate lead, or, two gallon lime 
sulphur and I pounds arsenate of 
lead to 50 gallons of water, may he 
used, and which ever you may decide 
to use, -ce that the work is thorough. 
Better waste one half o f the material 
rather than miss some part of the 
tree. When the bloom comes out full, 
operations should cease until jietals

YVbetzel. plant pathologist, writing 
in the Rural New’ Yorker. 
The period of infection—that is. the 
time when the tree may take the dis­ 
ease—is probably from May to July. 
The knots do not appear on the limbs 
until the following spring, when in 
the month of April or May they burst 
forth and in June heroine covered 
with a green felt upon which are pro­ 
duced 
great 
numbers 
of 
summer 
spores or conidia. These are scattered 
by th** wind and produce new Infec­ 
tions in Jum* and July. 
The knots 
then gradually become black in color 
and in March or April of the second 
year produce another set of spores in 
minute pockets all over the surface of 
the knots. 
These so called winter 
spores are distributed in May or June, 
causing another new set of infections. 
It is thus evident that the knot may 
cause new infections for two years in 
succession. 
These knots are not caus­ 
ed by insects, as is very often sup­ 
posed. 
Tile most satisfactory means of con- 
j trolling this disease consists of a sur­ 
gical operation—namely, removal of a1! 
limbs and twigs bearing knots, cutting 
at least thro*1 or four inches below the 
knot in every case 
Th** proper time 
for cutting out the knots H early in 
the spring, say not later than May, 
• and again In the fall as soon 
as the 
leaves are off the trees 
Permanent relief from Die trouble 
cannot be expected unless an effort is 
made to eradicate the disease from the 
. entire neighborhood, at least for con­ 
siderable distances in the direction of 
the prevailing winds. 
Old cherry and

pruned out and put In shape or else 
cut down aud destroyed. All

LATE BLIGHT OF CELERY. 


Declares Columbus Learned of the E x ­ 
istence of America From an Ignorant 
Sailor Who Had Been There Ahead ot 
Him — Makes a Bitter Attack on the 


Explorer. 


T w o volumes of a w ork by H enry 
Vignaud, tirst secretary of the A m er­ 
ican em bassy, at Paris, in which the 
discoverer of A m erica is branded an 
im postor and a hum bug, have Just becu 
published. 
V ignaud retired from t lie A m erican 
em bassy two years ago an d has since 
devoted his en tire tim e to the com ple­ 
tion of a study of Colum bus which 
has consum ed in all fifty years. 
The 
a u th o r is now eighty-one years of age 
H e is celebrated as a historian and 
w as consulted recently by the pope 
w hen it was proposed to canonize Co­ 
lum bus. 
At that tim e Vignaud sh o w ­ 
ed that the explorer w as any th in g but 
a saintly man and th a t he had at least 
one illegitim ate son. 


Took Credit From Another. 
In his study of C olum bus Vignaud 
und ertakes to prove th at the explor­ 
e r’s discovery of A m erica w as not the 
result of his own geuius. that the e x ­ 
pedition was not based upou scientific 
data, but that C olum bus actually le a rn ­ 
ed of the existence of America from 
an ignorant sailor who had been th ere 
ahead of him —in a word. th a t A m e r­ 
ica 
w as discovered long before Co­ 
lum bus ever organized his expedition 
an d that he m erely took the credit 
from a no th er m an unk no w n to history. 
T h e story th a t Toscanelli w rote a 
le tte r to C olum bus inclosing a c h a rt , 
show ing the route across the A tlantic 
an d th a t it w as w ith this in hand th a t I 
Colum bus sta rte d out to tind the new' 
w orld is disposed of by .Mr. Vignaud. 
H e declares that th e Toscanelli letter 
w a s a forgery p erp etrated possibly by 
C olum bus himself, but m ore probably 
by the explorer’s brother, Bartholo­ 
m ew Columbus. 


A Forged Letter. 
V ignaud says th a t in 1871 a copy of 
th e forged letter w as found on a blank 
page of a book once the explorer's 
property. 
This is undoubtedly in Co­ 
lu m b u s’ writing, say s Vignaud. A fac­ 
simile of tile docum ent is published in 
V ignaud’s work. 
Vignaud fu rth e r u n ­ 
d erta k e s to prove th a t the m ap used 
by Colum bus could not 
have come 
from Toscanelli because it contained 
exact inform ation w hich no am ount of 
scientific thinking could have adduced, 
but which ( ould only have been learn­ 
ed from actual experience. 
V ignaud says th a t C olum bus not in­ 
frequently acted in a m an ner w hich 
renders it possible to suspect him of 
deception. 
He says the explorer con­ 
cealed the low ness of his origin; th a t 
be boasted t ti.it 
he w as descended 
from other ad m irals of the nam e of 
Colum bus, though it has been discov­ 
ered th at the m en in question w ere 
not even of his nationality, one being 
a G reek and the o th e r a Frenchm an; 
th a t he boasted of having served un- . 
der K ing Bene of Anion, while m od­ 
ern critics prove th a t he did not; th a t 
he often referred to th e voyages he 
m ade in his youth, while facts show 
th e sta te m e n ts to lie wholly untrue.
